EVERYBODY'S SECRET! 
Officers at Salisbury Found Leave 
Rules Hard To Obey, 

SALISBURY PLAIN, Jan. 5.—A 
general order was issued which stat- 
ed that no general Christmas leave 
at all would be granted the men of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force.

The exact altitude and length of waves 
have been measured with scientific ac 
curacy, and the record waves are care 
fully recorded. Waves in shallow wa- 
ter are, as a rule, higher than those in 
open or deep water. The height of a 
wave is commonly about one-tifteenth 
its length, 

The longest wave on fecord was 
2.590 feet, measuring from crest to 
crest, its period being about twen- 
ty-two seconds. Waves of extreme 
Jength ure seldom very high. A wave 
2.500 feet in length, rising in deep wa- 
ter, will bave a height ef about ofty 
teet. 

When a wave enters sballow water 
its crest becomes considerably higher, 
and one of a height of furty feet will 
frequently rise to fifty feet If it weets 
resistance, it may be thrown up twice 
this beight. 

In severe storms at sea wives rarely 
Teach a height of fifty feet The aver- 
age in sucb time bas a perjegmef about 
ten seconds, which would indicate a 
length of about 500 feet Waves with 
a period of ten seconds bave a length 
of from 150 to 300 feet and a height 
of thirty-three feet and form a very 
high sea.—Exchange.

Some of the Curious Results Shown In 
' Various Alloys. 

In the beginning of man's acquaint- 
ubce with metals only the softer ones, 
such as cupper, gold, silver and tin, 
Were mined and worked up into uten- 
sils, Weapons, etc. It was early dis- 
covered that an alloy of copper and tin 
produced u reasonably hard metal call- 
ed bronze, which was suitable for cut- 
ting instruments and, although not as 
hard as flint, was easier to work and 
did not break. Then began the bronze 
age of bistury, 

An alloy is a compound of two or 
more metals, Alloys generally possess 
Properties vastly different from the 
Parent metals. For instance, gold is 
the most ductile of all metals. It may 
be drawn into the finest wire or beaten 
into a transparent film finer than the 
thinnest tissue, and yet mix the small- 
est quantity of antimony witb gold and 
it is not ductile at all. Copper and tin 
mixed together produce an alloy with 
a higher specific gravity than either of 
its constituents, and the same weight 
will occupy Jess bulk. Copper and an- 
timeny produce a beautiful violet blue 
alley. ¢ 

By mixing together eight parts by 
weight of bismuth, five parts of lead 
and three parts of grain tin an alloy is 
produced which will melt at so low a 
temperature that a spoon made of it 
will melt when it is immersed in hot 
tea, and yet the melting point of each 
of its components is at least twice that 
of boiling water. 

A small quantity of manganese 
makes iron almost indifferent to mag- 
netism, while a bit of tungsten will in- 
crease its magnetic powers. Copper is 
a good conductor of electricity, but if 
a little arsenic be mixed witb it it be 
comes almost a nonconductor. A little 
tungsten makes steel very much hard- 
er. Lead and antimony are used for 
making typé metal because the alloy 
bas the peculiar property of expanding 
as it cools.—New York World.

Dec. 27.—Pas- 
tor Russell 
preached from the 
text, ‘This word, 
Yet once more,

Hebrews 12:27. 

The speaker 
held that hig text 
applied to our day, that the removing 
of all things shakable is now progress- 
ing, that the shaking heavens repre- 
sent Ecclesiasticism, and that the 
shaking earth represents social, finan- 
cial and political affairs. Everything 
false, bogus, inequitable, will be 
shaken. In financial parlance this is 
equivalent to saying that the ‘‘water’”’ 
will be squeezed out of stocks and 
bonds. 

The subject of the demonetization 
of silver was discussed at length. 
Forty years ago financiers concluded 
that it would be to their interest to 
have only a gold standard. The pub- 
lic, of course, acquiesced, believing 
the bankers’ tale that this was really 
the best thing for the people. It is 
perhaps but fair to say that less than 
one-half of the bankers understood 
the philosophy of the matter, but were 
guided by the more astute, who fully 
understood. The result has been 
great profits and power to the bank- 
ers; for without them railroad stocks 
and bonds could not be handled suc- 





cessfully. By what is known as the 
underwriting process, the bankers 
took over large -issues of railroad 


stocks and bonds, for which they were 
capable sales agents at a round pro- 
fit, advancing money on the bonds 
and holding them for sale to the 
public. 

The great banks have their vaults 
well filled with these stocks and 
bonds, on which they had hoped to 
make large profits, but which they 
are now unable to sell at any price. 
Reckoned in as part of their assets, 
these stocks and bonds show the 
banks to be wealthy, with immense 
surpluses; but now that the ‘‘water’” 
is to be taken out of these stocks 


| and bonds, there will be an immense 


shrinkage in the resources of these 
banks. They will suddenly become 
poor without actually losing a cent, 
by reason of the falling market value 
of their securities. 

All banks realize this fact. If their 
holdings are to be reckoned at actual 
value, some of the richest banks will 
become insolvent and will be called 
upon by the Government either to 
close their doors or to make good 
their shortage. Right there will be 
their difficulty; for the rich men of 
the world have their capital invested 
similarly, and the reaction will be 
bound to affect unfavorably all great 
commercial enterprises.

It Is Still Cool. 


{| At high altitudes, such as moun- 
| (ain tops, water boils at a tempera- 
| Sure lower than that required in the 
j lowlands (212 degrees FP.) This 
difference is due to the difference in 
atmospheric pressure, which, as ex- 
periments show. i-creases in propor- 
tion to the di....ice from the earth. 

Although it is not possible to 
, take water up a few score miles into 
the air, the essential conditions 
| (low atmospheric pressure) can be 
| secured in the laboratory by the use 
of an exhaust pump or suction 
| Pump. By withdrawing most of the 
air above water inclosed in an air- 
tight tank a partial vacuum—another 
Rane f.r low atmospheric pressure 
—is created, under which circum- 
stances the water exhibits the singu- 
lar phenomenon of boiling furiously 
while still cool. 

There is a simpler way to decrease 
the air pressure than by pumping 
the air away, for which only a hard 
glass flask and a tight-fitting rubber 
stopper are necessary. 
| Fill the flask half full of water and 
apply heat. After the water hag boil. 
ed for a minute or so and the steam 
bas driven out all the air, let the heat 
be turned off and the-#topper immed!- 
ately inserted into the mouth of vibe 
flask. Then the flask contains noth- 
ing but water and steam. if the 
steam be condensed a partial vacnum 
will be created, because no air can be 
admitted to take the place of the 
condensed steam; then the waler un- 
der the reduced pressure of a partial 








| Vacuum will begin to boil. 


To condense the steam it is only 
necé@bsary to cool the flask. Accord- 
ingly, if cold ‘water be poured over 
the flask of bot water and steam 
the steam will condense rapidly and 
the water will boil with equal rapid- 
ity to supply steam to fill the space 
left empty by the steam just condens- 
ed, until an equilibrium between tem- 
perature and pressure is reached. 

Upon every addition of cold water, 
provided the flask is air tight, the 
game result is obtained, until finally 
the water inside the dask has cuoled 
to the same temperature as that of 


_ the water used to cool it. 


Some idea of the treméndous re- 
duction of pressure that takes place 
within the flask may be obtained 
by observing the way in whicn tin 
cans or defective flasks crumple un- 
der this treatment, or by the way 
the stopper is often drawn into the 
flask. 





; Making Water Boil Furiously While , 


_—_— ‘es 
| _Everyone knows that tad Geta: 
tions and commercial’ enterprise have 
suffered a very serious and unexpect- 
ed upheaval during the past year. 
,To this situation the war has, of 
course, largely contributed ; but other 
causes, including’ the general financial 


by these changing conditions and by 
the varying situation with respect to 
demand and supply. The, rise in the 
Price of grain, together with the cor- 
responding fillip to grain production, 
represents, without doubt, -the most 
outstanding feature of the direction 
which has been given to agricultural 
activity. F 

We need, perhaps above all things 
else, sane, level judgment on the con- 
duct of our agricultural affairs dur- 
ing the coming year. It is to be ex- 
pected that grain production will be 
Jargely increased. ‘'he raw products 
of the soil are, and will be, in de- 
mand at remunerative prices. What 
then is to ke said, what course is td 
be followed, with respect to the 
breeding of live stock ? 

The high price of feed, on the one 
hand, and relatively low prices for 
market stock, on the other, have re- 
sulted im very heavy marketing 
throughout Canada, particularly in 
the Western Provinces, of she stock, 


suitable for breeding purposes. Per- 
haps this was inevitable, but will 
these conditions continue? Feed 


grain will, without dpubt, be high in 
price, but it must never be overlook- 
ed that the country can maintain 
very large numbers of live stock on 
the enormous quantity of rough fod- 
der which it can produce. To waste 
this, for the sake.of the grain which 
can be grown, would, under the pre- 
sent circumstance, be criminal ‘neg- 
lect. It is clear, then, that'the coun- 
try should conserve its breeding 
stock. If grain is to be grown for 
sale it is recommended 
should be carefully thought out as 
;to the manner in which the greatest 
quantity of rough fodder may become 
available for feeding purposes and as 
to the means by which this other- 
wise waste product, together with the 
screenings and unsaleable grain, may 
be utilized to the best possible ad- 
vantage. In other words eliminate 
waste. Do it by feeding live stock. 
The present low prices for stock 
cannot last long. A careful review 
of the world situation makes it clear 
that there will be a shortage next 
year. Europe is becoming — seriously 
depleted in both breeding, and feeding 


stock. The United States, for ten 
months of the current year, at its 
leading markets is short 746,045 
cattle, 208,000 sheep and 1,894,939 
hogs. Canada has, as before stated, 
heavily liquidated her breeding 
animals and, while it may possibly 
maintain its quota next year of 
more than seventy-five per cent of 
cattle and sheep, it is doubtful if 
the number of hogs will find their 
way to market in,1915, as compared 
with the current year. It is, there- 
fore, a time for live stock men to 
stay with their trade. ‘The present 
tendency’ is, of course, all the other 
way. A safe harvest is likely to be 
reaped by those who have stock for 
sale next year. Even bankers and 


business men are of this opinion. 

| One word of advice is to be given. 
Avoid marketing so far as it is pos- 
sible to do so during the period of 
October fifteenth to December fifteen- 
th.

Therefore, the farmer | 
who begun at once might not find bim- 
self with a supply of crude drugs on 
hand until after prices bad returned 
to their former level. |

FALL PLOWING. 


Many days of fine weather for 
Plowing are to be looked for this 
fall, and the farmer who em- 
braces the opportunity will- be 
considerably ahead when next 
spring comes, It is ndvantageous 
to do all the plowing {n autumn 
that can be managed. Aside 
from the benefits directly to the 
soll the teum is in good condi- 
tion for the work, and the weath- 
er 1s cool und exhilarating, while 
fall plowing enables the farmer 
to get his crops in in much better 
season in the spring. Let the 
plow run a lIittle deeper in the 
autumn thin iu spring. The 
frosts of winter will pulverize 
and mix the soil, and when 
spring comes, by thorough work- 
ing with the harrow, there will 
be a deep mellow seed bed for 
the roots to penetrate.—Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. 


POPPIES IODSDOLODOEDD ODED 
WINTER STORAGE OF ONIONS. 


An Economical and Efficient Way of 
Protection Explained, 
{Prepared by E. P. Sandsten, Colorado 
agricultural experiment station.) 
Where regular storage for onions 1s 
uot obtuinuble or possible a cheap and 

efficient way is as follows: 

Select a dry, somewhat elevated 
place, not necessarily on a ridge or a 
hill, On this place set a box or frame 
of desired dimensions for the amount 
of onions to be stored. The depth of 
the box should not be over sixteen 
or eighteen inches. Pieces of 2 by 4 
or 4 by 4 should be placed under the 
box so that the box wiil not come in 
direct contact with the molst soil. The 
oor of the box should be reasonably 
tight. After the onfous have been 
thoroughly cured and topped they 
should be placed in the box and the 
boards placed on top. The cover 
should be watertight. Before cold 
weather sets in keep the cover raised 
to permit ventilation, 

No other protection 1s given to the 
onion, but they are permitted to freeze

In any case the quantity of crude 
drugs required by the market is rela- 
tively small as compared with fruits, 
vegetables or staple crops. Therefore, 
numerous or extensive plantings by 
individuals throughout the country 
might easily result in overproduction, 
which would cause a decline in the 
market price independent of the con- 
ditions abroad. 

For successful production of drug 
plants on a commercial seale there 
must be an available market. Its ac- 
cessibility must be considered, above 
all things, by the successful grower. 
The cost of production must be care- 
fully estimated, and to this must be 
added the cost of packing and ship- 
ping to this market. The packing and 
shipping expenses might easily make 
the enterprise unprofitable. 

Drug plants to be profitably crown 
should yield returns at least equal to 
those from other crops which may be 
grown on the same lind. The farmer 
must determine that this is the case. 
The fact that much bandwork is nee- 
essary in the production of most drngs 
is Hable to muke the cost of labor 
high.
